If  my  hours  are 
not  convenient  for  anyone  I  would  appreciate  a  telephone 
call  at  which  time  I  will  try  to  comply  to  your  conven- 
ience. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  showed 
me  such  patience  and  understanding  in  my  first  year  as 
your  elected  Tax  Collector;  and  to  everyone  who  aided 
me  with  advice  and  counsel.  This  has  been  a  year  of 
learning.  It  has  also  been  one  of  experiences  -  from 
meeting  so  many  fellow  townspeople  to  attending  the  Tax 
Collector's  Assoc.  Convention  at  Pike,  N.  H. 

Thank  you  one  and  all  for  this  experience.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the 
greatest  forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than 
sixty  years.  The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our 
citizens,  as  never  before,  the  potential  threat  of  destruc- 
tive fires  to  their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests,  homes 
and  livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition  of  meeting  a 
common  threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger  was 
minimized  by  active  prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquish- 
ing of  personal  rights  for  the  common  good.  It  was  the 
greatest  demonstration  of  public  cooperation  ever  ex- 
perienced by  those  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire 
control.  The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept 
the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public  response  the 
general  fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a 
job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the 
bad  fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a 
part  of  our  public  conscience  -  a  habit.  Just  plain  care- 
lessness with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and 
burn  within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe 
place.  Burn  late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind 
is  down  or  on  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your 
fire  and  if  winds  develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  -  its 
safer.  A  neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes 
many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make 
this  a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety 
of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern. 
Keep  matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to 
respect  fire  and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 
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Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep 
New  Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

THE  ADVANTAGES  OF  AN  AIRPORT 

SERVING 

THE  SEACOAST  REGION 

1.    THE  NEED  FOR  AN  AIRPORT  TO  SERVE  THE  SEA- 
COAST  REGION. 

For  many  years  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  has 
carried  as  part  of  its  National  Airport  Plan  the  construc- 
tion of  an  airport  to  serve  the  Seacoast  Area  of  New 
Hampshire.  In  November  of  1962,  the  New  Hampshire 
Aeronautics  Commission,  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  of 
Stratham  and  other  interested  towns,  submitted  to  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agency  a  proposal  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  airport  at  Stratham.  The  proposed  site  for  the 
airport  has  been  selected  after  careful  professional 
studies  conducted  by  the  New  Hampshire  Aeronautics 
Commission  and  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  and  pre- 
sents the  best  site  from  a  professional  aeronautical 
standpoint  since  it  is  clear  of  the  Pease  Air  Force  Base 
traffic  control  zone  area  and  would  not  interfere  with  any 
existing  buildings  or  property. 

In  recent  years  we  have  experienced  a  rapid  pop- 
ulation growth  in  the  Seacoast  Area  and  this  growth  is 
still  progressing  at  an  ever  accelerating  rate.  The  United 
States  Census  statistics  show  that  for  the  decade  1950- 
1960  the  County  in  the  United  States  showing  the  largest 
rate  of  population  growth  was  Los  Angeles  County,  Cali- 
fornia and  second  in  line  was  Rockingham  County,  New 
Hampshire . 

During  the  past  ten  years  there  has  been  a  sharp 
deterioration  in  the  ability  of  surface  transportation  to 
keep  up  with  the  growing  transportation  needs  of  the  Sea- 
coast Area,  both  from  the  standpoint  of  capacity  and 
speed.   All  signs  point  to  a  continuation  of  this  trend. 

Over  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  tremen- 
dous growth  in  both  private  and  corporate  flying.    More 
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and  more  industrial  concerns  as  well  as  concerns  in- 
volved in  construction  and  other  fields  depend  tremen- 
dously on  the  use  of  small  aircraft  in  the  conduct  of  their 
businesses.  Today,  industries  generally  tend  to  investi- 
gate airport  facilities  as  well  as  other  existing  facilities 
in  the  particular  area  before  deciding  on  a  final  location. 
Generally  speaking,  these  industries  are  attracted  to 
communities  having  existing  and  adequate  airport  facili- 
ties. 

The  complete  lack  of  adequate  airport  facilities 
in  the  Seacoast  Area  has  been  one  of  the  recognized  de- 
ficiencies in  attracting  industry.  The  facility  at  North 
Hampton  is  neither  adequate  nor  is  it  adaptable  for  ex- 
pansion. It  does  not  have  a  paved  runway  and  is  closed 
for  operations  on  occasions  during  the  year.  Further, 
the  airport  itself  is  not  adequate  for  handling  larger  twin 
engine  aircraft. 

The  New  Hampshire  Aeronautics  Commission  has 
determined  that  the  joint  use  of  Pease  Air  Force  Base  is 
not  possible  during  the  foreseeable  future  nor  will  the 
Air  Force  or  the  Department  of  Defense  contribute  to  the 
cost  of  construction  of  a  new  civilian  airport  in  the  Sea- 
coast  Area.  Therefore,  if  a  new  airport  is  to  be  con- 
structed, local  funding  must  be  provided  by  the  Towns  in 
the  Region  whose  economy  and  industry  will  be  favorably 
affected  by  the  availability  of  an  airport. 

2.  FEATURES  OF  THE  SEACOAST  REGIONAL  AIRPORT. 

The  Seacoast  Regional  Airport  will  be  located  in 
the  Town  of  Stratham  and  consists  of  a  paved  runway 
3500'  x  75'  with  a  250'  safety  strip,  a  stub  taxiway  112* 
x  40',  and  an  aircraft  parking  apron  200'  x  200'.  An  ac- 
cess road  to  the  airport  will  also  be  included  in  this  pro- 
ject. The  airport  will  have  medium  intensity  lighting, 
clear  approach  zones  and  be  capable  of  operating  air- 
craft up  to  the  size  of  a  DC -3  without  difficulty.  153 
acres  of  land  will  be  required  for  the  construction  of  this 
facility.  It  is  estimated  that  from  10,000  to  20,000  air- 
craft movements  will  occur  at  this  field  during  the  first 
year  of  operation.  The  airport  will  be  strategically  lo- 
cated between  the  triangle  of  Exeter,  Portsmouth  and 
Hampton  and  will  conveniently  serve  the  Seacoast  Region. 
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3.  COST  FACTORS. 

The  total  estimated  cost  for  construction,  land 
acquisition,  etc.  for  the  Seacoast  Regional  Airport  is 
$280,000.  Of  this  total  amount,  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  will  furnish  approximately  $  140,000.  with  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  furnishing  $70,000.  A  local 
fundingparticipation  requirement  of  $70,000.  is  essential 
for  this  project.  Federal  funds  and  State  funds  are  al- 
ready available  for  the  construction  of  this  airport.  As  of 
the  present  time,  local  funds  essential  to  proceed  with 
the  project  are  not  available.  Federal  funds  will  be 
available  until  1  July  of  this  year  at  which  time  they  will 
lapse  to  the  discretionary  fund  of  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  if  not  used  by  the  Seacoast  Region.  The  possibili- 
ty of  reprogramming  Federal  funds  for  Fiscal  Year  1965 
for  this  project  are  not  known  and  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  take  advantage  of  available  funds  during  Fiscal 
Year  1964. 

During  the  Town  Meetings  in  March  of  this  year, 
the  issue  must  be  decided  in  so  far  as  the  construction  of 
this  project  under  Federal  Aviation  Agency  Fiscal  Year 
1964  funds  are  concerned.  Otherwise,  the  entire  project 
must  be  resubmitted  to  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  with- 
out any  assurance  that  this  Agency  could  or  would  pro- 
vide funds  for  the  construction  of  a  Regional  Airport  for 
the  Seacoast  Area  in  Fiscal  Year  1965. 

Various  Cost  Sharing  proposals  have  been  submit- 
ted by  the  New  Hampshire  Aeronautics  Commission  to 
interested  towns  and  cities.  However,  the  final  solution 
as  to  cost  sharing  for  this  project  must  be  arrived  at  by 
the  towns  themselves  on  an  equitable  basis.  The  New 
Hampshire  Aeronautics  Commission  will  offer  such  as- 
sistance as  may  be  required  to  facilitate  cost  sharing 
formulas  for  interested  contributing  communities. 

4.  ORGANIZATION. 

To  be  truly  representative  and  effective,  each 
town  interested  in  improving  its  economy  and  industry  by 
use  of  an  adequate  airport  facility  should  provide  a  rep- 
resentative to  the  sponsoring  town  viz.  Stratham.  Each 
representative  would  be  kept  fully  informed  of  plans  and 
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problems  and  would  report  to  his  respective  city  or  town, 
informing  responsible  officials  of  the  progress  being 
made  and  obstacles  being  encountered.  With  an  effective 
organization,  it  may  be  possible  to  include  the  necessary 
funding  for  the  local  contribution  share  of  the  cost  during 
the  next  scheduled  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  this  year. 

Future  considerations,  such  as  the  Airport  Au- 
thority and  its  composition,  can  be  delayed  until  after  the 
project  is  under  way.  The  New  Hampshire  Aeronautics 
Commission  has  furnished  several  examples  of  how  an 
airport  authority  can  be  created,  its  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities, and  the  type  of  authority  and  its  membership  can 
be  formulated  at  a  date  subsequent  to  the  provision  of 
funding  for  this  facility. 

The  immediate  need  for  a  strong  and  effective 
regional  organization  essential  for  the  prosecution  of 
this  project  cannot  be  overstressed.  The  cooperation  of 
each  town  having  an  interest  in  the  construction  of  an  air- 
port to  serve  the  Seacoast  Region  is  absolutely  necessary 
if  this  project  is  to  meet  with  success. 

5.    PUBLICITY. 

A  publicity  program  designed  to  inform  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Seacoast  Area  will  be  conducted  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Aeronautics  Commission  jointly  with  towns 
and  cities  in  the  Seacoast  Region.  What  is  needed  is  a 
basic  understanding  by  all  taxpayers  of  the  future  impact 
of  an  air  facility  serving  the  Seacoast  Area  on  the  econo- 
my and  industry  of  each  community.  Unless  an  under- 
standing of  the  importance  of  air  transport  in  this  area 
is  made  known  to  the  public,  the  project  itself  will  proba- 
bly never  get  off  the  ground.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

In  my  report  to  you  last  year  I  purposely  avoided 
making  any  statement  regarding  Epping's  school  facilities, 
not  because  I  felt  that  they  were  adequate  but  rather,  be- 
cause I  was  relatively  new  and  didn't  feel  entirely  quali- 
fied to  enter  the  "Epping  School  Debate".  However,  after 
being  here  eighteen  months  I  have  now  formed  an  opinion 
or  two  and  would  like  to  offer  a  few  suggestions. 

The  Epping  schools  have  an  outstanding  teaching 
staff,  rich  in  experience  and  all  sincerely  devoted  to  their 
chosen  profession  -  few  school  systems  in  New  Hamp- 
shire can  boast  any  better.  On  the  other  hand,  few  school 
buildings  or  facilities  in  New  Hampshire  are  less  ade- 
quate, especially  as  they  pertain  to  grades  seven  through 
twelve.  The  list  of  plant  short-comings  is  long  and,  I'm 
sure,  no  surprise  to  anyone:  unsuitable  science  labora- 
tories; no  lunch  rooms;  insufficient  space  for  assemblies, 
audio-visual,  music  and  large  group  instruction;  no  in- 
dustrial arts  area;  sub -standard  home -making  space 
(none  for  grades  7  and  8)  and  absolutely  no  room  for 
physical  education. 

I  realize  that  Epping's  complex  educational  prob- 
lem has  been  studied  and  discussed  by  numerous  local 
and  state  groups  without  providing  any  immediate  so- 
lution. Thus,  I  am  quite  certain  that  what  I  have  to  say 
will  not  appreciably  affect  this  situation  either.  Never- 
theless, I  will  offer  my  suggestions,  anyway. 

First,  I  feel  that  the  West  Epping  school  should 
be  closed  and  the  children  now  housed  there  be  assigned 
to  the  Central  School.  Also  space  for  a  lunch  room  and 
large -group  instruction  should  be  made  available.  To 
provide  this  extra  space,  I  suggest  that  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  be  removed  and  housed  in  a  separate  newly 
constructed  building  known  as  a  Junior  High  School. 

Secondly,  I  do  not  feel  that  Epping  can  economi- 
cally build,  maintain  and  operate  its  own  separate  com- 
prehensive high  school  -  grades  9-12.  Therefore,  I  feel 
that  Epping  should  join  with,  or  be  joined  by,  at  least 
one  other  similar  community  before  ever  undertaking 
such  an  ambitious  project,  or  should  at  least  wait,  before 
doing   so  until  all  possible  avenues  of  study  have  been 
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thoroughly  examined. 

Thus,  until  such  time  as  Epping  can  jointly  con- 
struct a  high  school  I  suggest  that  Epping  build  a  new 
Junior  High  School  -  a  Junior  High  School  large  enough 
to  have  a  general  shop  area,  an  expanded  home -making 
department,  a  cafeteria,  and  the  necessary  regular  and 
special  classrooms. 

A  building  of  this  type  would  accomplish  several 
things.  The  high  school  students  could  take  advantage  of 
the  general  shop  program  as  well  as  the  expanded  home- 
making  department.  Hot  lunches  could  once  again  be 
served  to  all  Epping  school  children.  Grades  seven 
through  twelve  could  use  the  cafeteria  while  food  would 
be  transported  to  grades  one  through  six.  The  cafeteria 
could  easily  double  as  an  assembly  hall,  all-purpose 
room  and  a  large -group  instructional  area. 

In  addition  to  having  a  modern  Junior  High  School 
Epping  would  also  gain  valuable  time  in  which  to  continue 
its  current  studies  with  interested  area  communities. 
In  the  meantime,  Epping,  with  this  new  facility  could  pro- 
vide a  good  basic  educational  program  for  all  grades. 

Again,  this  year,  I  want  to  thank  your  truly  dedi- 
cated school  board  members  who  are  making  my  second 
year  interesting  and,  I  hope,  beneficial  to  Epping.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To   the    Superintendent,    School   Board,    and  Citizens  of 
Epping: 

This  past  year  we  have  had  another  "first".  Due 
to  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Dept.  of  Health  nurse  in 
Exeter,  we  were  able  to  offer  to  school  children  of  all 
ages  immunization  and  booster  shots.  Previously,  only 
preschool  children  have  been  given  these.  The  response 
was  enthusiastic. 

The  new  Seacoast  Family  Service  Agency  will  be 
of  tremendous  value  when  it  is  needed  for  referral  of 
children  and  their  families  who  are  in  need  of  counsel- 
ing. This  organization,  a  branch  of  the  Children's  Aid 
Society,  should  receive  our  whole-hearted  support. 

The  Heaf,  or  "gun"  method  of  T.  B.  testing  has 
just  been  completed.  Dr.  Prince,  head  of  the  division  of 
communicable  diseases  in  the  State  Dept.  of  Health,  rec- 
ommends that  after  this  year  only  the  1st,  4th,  8th  and 
12th  grades  be  done. 

Pediculosis  continues  to  be  a  major  problem  in 
Epping.  This  is  not  only  a  school  health  problem  -  it  is 
a  community  health  problem.  If  you  have  children  who 
are  not  yet  in  school,  check  their  heads  with  their  weekly 
shampoo.  School  children's  heads  should  be  checked 
daily.  If  head  lice  are  found,  all  members  of  the  family 
should  be  checked.  We  appreciate  being  notified  if  any 
are  found.  Remember,  the  disgrace  is  not  in  getting 
them,  but  in  keeping  them.  Above  all,  do  not  send  your 
children  to  school  if  you  know  they  are  infected. 

Again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Epping  Woman's 
Club  for  its  help  and  interest  in  the  Dental  Clinic,  and  to 
the  P.T.A.  for  help  with  the  Speech  Clinic.  I  should  also 
like  to  thank  parents,  teachers  and  School  Board  members 
for  their  continuing  cooperation  in  matters  of  school 
health.
